"PROTECTION OF. FOREIGNERS < 


G Writing under date of Saturday, 
our correspondent says: 

The following instructions to 
protect the lives and property of 
foreigners have been issued by the 
Commissioner for Foreign Affairs 
to the Defence Commissioner, the 
Mayor of Swatow, the Chief of 
Police, the Swatow Branch. of the 
Kuomintang, ‘and all Unions: 

“The following telegram has 
been received from the’ Ministe: 
for Foreign Affaits:— 

‘Since the territory leased to the 
British 4t Hankow and Changsha 
vhas been taken back under our own 
control, the, situation appears to 
have changed. British repregenta;, 
tivés, have -been uppointed to dis- 
cuss our future relations and the 
Minister" for Foreign Affairs has 
repeatedly “assured these. repre- 
sentatives that. the lives and .pro- 


perty uf Foreigners | would be pro- |. 


tected, 

“She. Commissioner for Foreign 
Affairs is therefore inatructed to 
inform all military,,civil, Kuomin- 
tang, Labour Union, and. Student 
LUnion oflicials that, during. the 
period of' discussion and negotin- 
‘tion’ at Hankow, they ‘are not ‘to. 


interfere with foreign lives or pro, |- 


perty inany way. All citizens are
